.1 am writing in rcsp<>pse to the vari- 
ous letters written over the past sever- 
al weeks concerning the price of gas 
in the Magic Valley. 1 have been a 
bookkeeper for the past IS years with 
a main client base of service station 
and convenience .store owners. Wc 
have diems all over ibe state, from 
Boise to Pocaiclld’ta'Ketchum to Twin 
Falls and many places in between. We 
have gained an understanding of the 
gas industry nnd would like to share 
some of this information with those 
concerned people. 

-Tile price of gas Is determined by 
.someiliing called “rack.” Ruck is the 
price of gas for a certain region, deter- 


mined by the major oil companies. A' 
gas station owner contracts with a 
“jobber" to deliver gas to the station 
at u percentage above rack, plus a de- 
livery fee, federal and state taxes. 
These delivery fees can be os little ns 
1 1/2 cents per gallon to 4 cents per 
gallon, depending on the location 
from the tank farm. Federal taxes arc 
the same in cvery'state,' but Idaho has 
some of the, highest fuel taxes in the 
country. Twin Falls gas comes out of • 
Burley. Pocatello and Boise have their, 
own tank farms. Therefore, it is only 
logical that it would cost mure to 
bring gas to Twin Falls than it docs to 
Boise, Pocatello or Burley. As for 
Utah, it has oil refineries, so its cost is
